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Veuticdes: This variety was obtained from Mr. Frank Rutledge, of Travis County, Texas, 
on whose plantation the original tree now stands. Concerning its history and descrip- 
tion Mr. Rutledge wrote February 22, 1891: ‘‘The tree, is growing, on my place, and was 
planted out where it now stands in 1856. There was a man by the name of Scott who brought 
some apple seed from Arkansas in 1854 and planted them. He gave my father, W. P. Rutledge, 
two of the seedling trees, one of which died twenty years ago, the other still lives. Itis 
healthy, prolific and entirely free from disease. The body is twenty inches in diameter, and the 

top fifty feet in diameter. It grows on black pebbly soil, with clay sub-soil.”’ 


The specimens of fruit received from Mr. Rutledge were large, handsome, richly 
striped, resembling the Bradford’s Best somewhat, and of still finer quality than that splendid 
variety.

JAPAN WINEBERRY. 


Japan Wineberry.—This superb novelty, lately introduced, originated from seeds 
sent home by Professor Georgeson while at the Imperial College of Agriculture of Japan. The 
seed was obtained from plants in their wild state, growing in the mountains of that country. 
The canes of this interesting plant are large, robust, and entirely hardy here. They are thickly 
covered with purplish-red hairs. The leaves are large, tough, dark green above, and silvery 
gray beneath. Each berry is at first enveloped by the large Calyx, forming a sort burr, which 
is also covered with purplish-red hairs, so as to make it appear somewhat like a moss rese, 
This ‘burr’? soon opens and reveals rich, wine-colored berries, of sprightly acid flavor, that 
is sure to be highly prized. It is an interesting plant to have in any collection.
